Water & Electric Board passes cost 
of valve installation to customers 


The Water and Electric Board of 
the City of Elba spent over an hour 
discussing a required cross-connect 
policy for the water department. 

Concern was expressed over the 
cost to water users for this ADEM 
mandated check valve to prevent 
back flow of possibly contaminated 
water from a home or business into 
the public water system. 

Board members expressed con- 
cern that homeowners on a fixed in- 
come would have a hard time pay- 
ing the $50 to $60 estimated cost 
of installing these valves. The sug- 
gested policy requiring valves on all 
water users was approved by the 
board after postponing a decision on 
when the deadline would be set. 

Bills totaling $10,540.41 were 
approved for payment. 

An old resolution concerning 
transfer of money from the utility 
to the city or school was amended: 
to add board contro! to any potential 
transfer, 

The resolution as first passed 
several years ago on the recommen- 
dation of auditors had simply stated 
that any transfer would "be consid- 
ered as grants unless otherwise 
specified". It was approved to satis- 


fy requirements from bond holders. 

This resolution had been inter- 
preted by some in the past to mean 
the board didn't have to be consulted 
to make transfers of cash from the 
utility to the city or school. 

Previously this had been dis- 
cussed by the board members and 
they expressed opinions that the 
resolution should be written differ- 
ently to more clearly express the le- 
gal intentions of the board. 

The addition reads "That all non- 
routine transfers from the Water and 
Electric Board to the City of Elba 
shall only be made after expressed 
approval of the Water and Electric 
Board at a duly held meeting". 

The net income from the utility 
continues to show an increase with 
the electric, water and rural water di- 
visions reflecting cuts in operating 
expenses sufficient to increase prot- 
its by almost $20,000 over the 
same period last year. However this 
was partially offset by a $7,000 in- 
crease in maintaining the sewer 
pumping system, 

The increase reflects the contract 
cost of rebuilding some sewer 
pumping stations last fall.

A representative will now be availa- 
ble to meet directly with these con- 
Stituents in Enterprise to discuss 
their problems and concerns, such 
as Social Security benefits, military 
and VA matters and other issues re- 
lated to the federal government.”

19, between the hours of 1-:00 a.m. 
- 3:00 p.m. The office will be open 
the third Wednesday of each month 
in the council chambers in the City 
Hall building.

Stating simply that "The le 
didn't want it," Cof fee County Rage 
resentative Jimmy Holley an- 
nounced last week that he would 
not introduce legislation that would 
have authorized the Coffee County 
Commission to levy up to a five- 
cents per gallon tax on gasoline and 
diese! fuel sold in the county. 

The county commission had vot- 
ed at its meeting on April 10 to ask 
Rep. Holley to introduce a bill that 
would allow the commission to 
levy the tax and announced that the 
proceeds from the tax would go to- 
ward bridge repairs and a major re- 
surfacing project. 


"I don't think the gasoline tax 
had the support of the people of 
Coffee County," stated Hoiley, "and 
i put it simple - they didn't want 
it!”

Alleged mishandling of funds prompts 
meeting with auditors in New Brockton 


The New Brockton City Council 
met on Monday night, April 17, in 
front of a standing room only crowd 
at City Hall and held a lengthy dis- 
cussion concerning reports of miss- 
ing city funds, 

Councilman Britt Lee told the 
council that a state audit was needed 
as soon as possible to settle the is- 
sue of possible missing funds and 
declared "The people deserve to 
know what is going on." 

City Attorney Kenneth Fuller re- 
ported that a shortage of $3,500 
was discovered following an audit 
of funds by the Southeast Alabama 
Regional Council on Aging and 
that as a result of the audit the city 
was notified and the city turned the 
matter over to the city attorney. 

Fuller added that the shortage 
was investigated and after the funds 
in question were replaced by a for- 
met city clerk, the audit was accept- 


Councilman Lee stated that the 
shortage of funds in the senior citi- 
‘zens account wasn't the only short- 
age discovered and questioned the re- 
cent finding that the city had failed 
to pay over $8,000 in withholding 
laxes and social security payments. 

City Clerk Cathy Tucker told 
the council that the failure to make 
the payments had been corrected and 
suggested that since the city's audi- 
tors would conduct an audit next 
week that any possible state audit 
be delayed until after the city audit 
was completed. 

Councilman Lee expressed no 
faith in the city's auditors and made 
a motion that a state audit be con- 
ducted of city funds either through 
the state auditor's office or through 
the state examiner's department. 

Councilman Ralph Medley, who 
was serving as Mayor Pro-Tem at 
the meeting in the absence of 
Mayor Jim Driskell, stated "When 
the shortage was discovered it was 
taken care of and when the failure to 
make the payments was discovered 
it was taken care of. The payments 
have been made. Things may have 
been kept quiet, but there was no 
cover up!"

The city attorney suggested that 
the council meet with the city audi- 
tors and ask questions concerning 
why the most recent audit failed to 
reveal the failure to make the FICA 
payments, 

Councilman Charles Cole then 
made a motion, which passed, that 
the council meet with the auditors 
at the next regular meeting and if 
the auditors’ report wasn't accepta- 
ble to all members, a state audit be 
conducted. 

Councilman Layman Tindel told 
the council that police officer Jerry 
Gilbert was now at the police acade- 
my in Selma and that city policy 
Stated the officer would receive his 
regular pay for 40-hours work, 
would be paid twenty-cents per mile 
for tavel to the academy and back 
(once), would be paid $30 for meals 
on the weekends and would be reim- 
bursed for weekend lodging if lodg- 
ing was not available at the acade- 
my. 

Councilman Cole questioned 
why the officer had been sent to the 
academy in Selma when there was 
no charge to attend the Montgom- 


ery Police Academy and was assured 
that in the fu .re, alternative sites 
would be investigated. 

While on the subject of the po- 
lice department, Cole asked who 
made the decisions in the depart- 
ment since there was no chief, 

Councilman Tindel answered 
that the senior officer on staff made 
decisions concerning law enforce- 
ment and that he made procedural 
decisions, 

"I was placed over the police de- 
partment with the approval of the 
council," said Tindel, “and while I 
sometimes have to make decisions 
on my own, the decisions I make 
have to approved by this council. I 
serve in the capacity I was appoint- 
ed to, but all members of the coun- 
cil have equal authority in all city 
departments and the council must 
approve all actions." 

Tindel reported that police officer 
Dale Grimes had resigned effective 
April 21, and that with an officer in 
the academy, the department would 
be short-handed unless a replace- 
ment could be employed immediate - 
ly. 

The council agreed it would like 
to interview all applicants for the 
vacancy and also agreed to employ a 
temporary officer to serve not more 
than 60-days to cover the shortage 
in personnel. 

A representative of Alabama 
Power Company was present at 
Monday's meeting to discuss con- 
cerns about the city's street lights 
and told the council that the street 
lights in the city were "adequate" 
and that there were no cheaper 
lights available that would save the 
city money. 

Jim Hayes, of Alabama Power, 
reviewed the inventory of the city’s 
Street lights and reported that the 
city has a total of 97 lights, with 
five different sizes of bulbs.

He stated that the city's base cost 


‘for street lights last year was 


$4,339, while Alabama Power paid 
the city over $15,000 in taxes. 

Upon questioning, Hayes com- 
pared the cost of mercury vapor 
lights with sodium lights and told 
the council that he could see no 
cheaper means of lighting the city. 

In other action at Monday 
night's meeting, the council: 

***approved the minutes of the 
previous meeting; 

***reviewed the bills and ap- 
proved payment; 

***voted to replace light brack- 
ets at the ballfield as soon as possi- 
ble at a cost of $2,200; 

***was informed that the city's 
summer recreation program had reg- 
istered over 100 children for base- 
ball and t-ball and that the season 
would begin in May; 

***heard Councilman Medley 
urge all citizens with debris to con- 
tact the city for aid with removal; 

***was told potholes in the city 
would be patched by the county this 
week; 


***discussed designating truck 
routes in the city and forbidding 
heavy trucks from using Railroad 
Street; 

***approved the purchase of a 
lawn mower; 

***approved a request that the 
city be allowed to purchase off-road 
diesel fuel at a site other than the 
county barn; 

***was informed that the police 
department would have a fund-raiser 
at the Chicken Festival; 

***and, following a question by 
a resident concerning the rescue 
squad, was told that the city’s rescue 
squad was regulated by the state and 
could make runs only in case of 
emergency or when a private service 
was not aveilable.

Foshee did and realize that 
they have to answer to the same 
people we do." 

"The bill that was proposed may 
be dead," added Eagerton, "but there 
is no doubt that we still have roads 
going to pieces in Coffee County 
and we still have to resurface the 
roads and fix the bridges." 

“What the commission has to do 
now is to sit down and decide where 
it is going to put its funds,” stated 
Eagerton, "We are going to have to 
set priorities and utilize the revenue 
we've got. We'll just have to do the 
best with what we've got and find a 
way to do the repairs to the roads 
and bridges. No one wants to see 
the paved roads go back to dirt and I 
think we can come up with a work- 
able solution to the problem." 

"I do want to compliment the 
entire commission for biting the 
bullet and voting to seek the legis- 
lation to add a tax," added Eagerton, 
"No one on the commission wanted 
to put any more taxes on the people 
of Coffee County and all the com- 
missioners knew the vote would 
not be popular; however, they all 
did what they thought was best for 
the county.” 

Commissioner Robert Stephens 
stated "I am glad that Rep. Holley 
‘and Sen. Foshee decided not to in- 
troduce the legislation. I ride all the 
roads in my district every ten days 
and voted to go along with the tax 
because I know that many of the 
dirt roads and paved roads in my dis- 
trict need work. I was never in favor 
of a five-cent tax and didn't really 
want any tax, but went with my 
heart at the meeting and felt like a 
one-cent tax might be okay. The 
more I thought about the tax the 
more I changed my mind; however, 
and I am now ready to go on record 
as being against any additional tax- 
es," 

County Commissioner Jim Du- 
bose reported that "We didn't act 
hastily or without thought. The 
commission knew the roads and 
bridges were in bad shape, but we 
didn't realize just how bad until the 
county engineer made his presenta- 
tion at the last meeting.” 

"We didn't want to add any taxes 
on the citizens of Coffee County," 
added Dubose, "however, after re- 
viewing the facts and figures it was 
-ohvious that something needed to 
be done as soon as possible. It 
would have been better to discuss 
the needs with Rep. Holley and 
Sen. Foshee, but the time frame we 
were working under dictated that we 
move quickly and the commission 
made the decision to seek additional 

"I agree with Rep. Holley that 
the people didn't want the tax," said 
Comm, Dubose, "and I can assure 
you that the commissioners didn't 
want the tax either! It was a fact 
that we had to move forward with 
our plans for improvements or pos- 
sibly lose some of our paved 
roads.”

The dictionary defines success as “to turn out well, to attain a desired ob- 
ject or end; the favorable termination of a venture; specifically the attain- 
ment of wealth, favor, or eminence.” Success in our society is usually de- 
fined in material terms. The "bottom line," how much money is made, is 
usually the determining factor in whether or not a project, or a person is 
considered a success, 

What is often overlooked, however, is that the hidden price of material 
success is often very heavy. The greater responsibilities that come with suc 
cess often mean that closeness with family and friends is impaired, if not 
completely destroyed, Time is also often a casualty of success. Those things 
which were once considered a valuable use of time often fall by the wayside 
in the never-ending quest for more success. The most serious casualty of 
success, however, is often the loss of a relationship with God, Men seldom 
give God the proper credit for their achievements. 

One of the great "success stories” of all time is that of King Solomon, 
the third king of Israel. He was the wisest man who ever lived, told by God, 
"I have given thee a wise and understanding heart; so that there was none 
like thee before thee, neither after thee shall any arise like unto thee" (I 
Kings 3:12). Solomon had a successful reign, expanding the borders of Is- 
racl, building the temple, writing the books of Proverbs, Song of Solomon, 
and Ecclesiastes. Solomon's glorious reign brought him riches beyond be- 
lief, and everything that a man could desire. But in the end, Solomon was 
not a success, but a failure. "For it came to pass, when Solomon was old, 
that his wives turned away his heart after other gods, and his heart was not 
perfect with the Lord his God, as was the heart of David has father” (I Kings 

11:4). All of Solomon's accomplishments really meant nothing in the end, 
because he had turned away from God. 

The new car, big house, large bank account, handsome husband, or beauti- 
ful wife - - so important in our day - - are not the real measure of success, 
The real measure of success is in whether or not a person is faithful to God. 
When the Lord is left out of life, nothing else really matters. Jesus asked the 
"bottom line” questions: "For what is a man profited, if he shall gain the 
whole world, and lose his own sowl? or what shall a man give in exchange 
for his soul?" (Matthew 16:26). Looking back on a life in which he had lit- 
erally tried everything under the sun to find happiness, the wise man Solo- 
mon said, "Let us hear the conclusion of the whole matter; Fear God, and 
keep his commandments, for this is the whole duty of man” (Ecclesiastes 
12:13).

IREBEL BRIEFS 
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DRUG ABUSE INFORMATION RECEIVED

Mr. Nelson Whitehurst, principal at Zion Chapel High School, handed out infor- 
mation from the office of the attorney general on drug abuse. The letter presented 
three facts which confront every family in America: (1) Alcohol-related traffic acci- 
dents are the number one cause of deaths among teenagers; (2) Marijuana is the sec- 
ond most commonly used drug among students; and (3) Cocaine is the most widely 
used drug among teenagers. 

The letter also warned the parents of symptoms of drug abuse so they can recog- 
nize problems before it is too late. Signs which may indicate substance abuse are: a 
sudden drop in grades, loss of motivation, missing school regularly, an unhealthy 
appearance, trouble with school authorities and police, being secretive about activi- 
ties outside the home, and having more money than you know the should. 

There are several things that parents can do to reduce the risk of their children be- 
coming involved in dtugs: 1. Be there for your children and pay attention to them 
when they are present; 2. Know their friends and where they are at all times; 3. Keep 
the lines of communication open; 4. Strengthen family bonds and activities; 5. Help 
your children learn to resist peer pressure; 6, Have a strong family policy against 
drugs. 

The letter emphasizes that parents should be concerned, become educated about al- 
cohol and other dugs, and most of all, take action if a drug problem exists.

ARE WAVES TRANSVERSE OR LONGITUDINAL?

Was that wave transverse or longitudinal? They were not ocean waves but radio, 
sound, water, and light waves. 

Mrs. Anita Grant's physics class is studying the two methods of energey transfer 
in waves. The first method involves the transfer of matter such as electrons moving 
through a wire; these can transfer energy from one place to another, The second 
method involves wave motion, sound waves, light waves, radio waves, and water 
waves, 

To let students visualize wave mouons, which are invisible, Mrs. Grant held a 
demonstration. A Slinky and tight-coil spring were used in the demonstration. Two 
people held the Slinky so that it was stretched loosely and then began making an up- 
and-down motion at both ends causing a transverse wave. A transverse wave causes 
the particles of a medium to vibrate perpendicularly to the direction of the wave ite- 
self. 

The next demonstration used the tight-coil spring. Two students held the coil 
spring so that it was not stretched out Then one student pulled up some of the coil 
tightly and released it, causing a longitudinal wave, which causes the particles of a 
medium to move parallel to the direction of the wave.

Most boating victims die while 
not wearing life jackets 


Most of the people who died in 
boating accidents last year drowned 
in inland water and many were 
within a few feet of safety. Most of 
those who drowned owned life jack- 
ets, but when they died they were 
not wearing them. 

The Alabama Marine Police Di- 
vision and its patrolmen urge peo- 
ple who boat to make sure, before 
leaving shore, that everyone on 
board is wearing a well-fitting life 
jacket! 

The law requires usat each boat 
must have on board a personal flo- 
tation device for each person. If the 
boat is longer that 16-feet, wearable 
flotation devices are required. The 
Marine Police warn that if the life 
jacket is tucked away inside the 
boat and not worn, boaters take a 
chance of becoming a boating sta- 
tistic. Most fatal accidents are cap- 
sizes or falls overboard. They hap- 
pen suddenly, without warning and 
with no time to get into a life jack- 
et. 

If boaters fall into the water, life 
jackets keep them floating while 
they tend to urgent business, such 
as climbing back on their boats, 
getting to shore or keeping still in

Preparing Chicken 

Chicken is a favorite food for 
many people, but you must handle 
and prepare it carefully to avoid 
possible coniamination or spoilage. 
These tips may help. 

After trimming and cutting up 
chicken, wash it thoroughly. Then 
dispose of waste and sanitize the 
work surface to help eliminate bac- 
teria transferred to chicken from the 
work surfaces. 

Don't use wooden cutting surfac- 
es, because they're the perfect breed- 
ing area for bacteria, and are a com- 
mon cause of cross-contamination.: 


Also, don't put cooked chicken on a 
late that has held raw chicken un- 
ess the plate has been washed thor- 

oughly first. 

Never interrupt the cooking pro- 
cess. Always cook chicken to an in- 
ternal temperature of 180 degrees 
F., and reheat leftovers to 165 de- 
grees F. Finally, keep prepared 
chicken warmer than 140 degrees F.

Mosquitos described as "big 
cnough to tote you off” were dis- 
cussed at Monday night's meeting 
of the Elba City Council. 

Councilman Eddie Vaughan told 
the council that the mosquito prob- 
lem in the city was “terrible” and 
questioned if the chemical used by 
the city was doing it's job in help- 
ing rid the town of the dreaded in- 
Sect, 

Mayor Fred Moore assured all 
the council members that the chem- 
ical used by the city’s spraying 
truck was the best available and 
would do the job, prompting sever- 
al members to suggest that the 
chemical's dosage be increased. 

It was agreed that until the prob- 
lem now existing could be con- 
trolled, the truck would increase its 
hours of operation and attempt to 
spray the chemical in all areas of 
town on a daily basis. 

Councilman Waylon Sharpless 
remarked that it would solve a traf- 
fic hazard if the spraying would be 
done later in the day and more 
lights be placed on the vehicle. 


Commission discusses construction plans 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 24, at the courthouse in En- 
terprise and after much discussion 
agrecd to send out invitations to bid 
to area contractors on the construc- 
lion of a new county health depart- 
ment, in Enterprise. 

The commission had earlier dis- 
cussed the possibility of having 
John Flowers, the county's mainte- 
nance engincer, oversee the project 
in an altempt to cut back on ex- 
penscs, and promised to make a de- 
cision at Monday's mecting. 

_At the mecting this week, 
Comm. Sid Averett stated that he 
had always been in favor of having 
the building constructed by a con- 
tractor and paying for the building 
when the commission was handed 
the keys. 

"I have always contended that the 
best method is to bid the entire pro- 
ject," said Averett, "and. by doing it 
we can have someone to point a 
finger at if something is wrong. If 
the county acts as the contractor and 
then sub-Icts the various areas of 
construction, we will be responsi- 
ble if something goes wrong or the 
project gocs over budget." 

Comm. chairman Billy Eagerton 
reported "I've felt all along that the 
county should be the contractor in 
the project and then sub-contract 
certain areas lo save money. We 
have the people to handle the super- 
vision and we could cut out the 
profit an outside contractor would 
receive." 

John Flowers told the commis- 
sion there were good points on both 
sides of the argument, but did state 
"It wouldn't be any problem to con- 
struct the building as drawn.”

Architect Don Bowden reported 
that while Flowers did have experi- 
ence in construction, the county 
maintenance ei.gineer was not fa- 
miliar with the construction of 
buildings like the one in question 
and reminded the commissioners 
that the project could tic down 
Flowers as long as 8-10 months. 


Comm. Robert Stephens stated 
"My concern has always been how 
much the thing is yoing to cost. I 
have contacted people at the state 
and was told the savings for the 
county as far as not paying sales 
tax On construction materials was 
nol as great as we expected. I want 
to save moncy too, but we can save 
moncy by cutting 2,000 square fect 
out of the building."

Comm. Jim Dubose suggested 
allowing Flowers to work up a 
price for which the county could 
construct the building, using mate- 
rials purchased by the commission 
and county labor, and then compar- 
ing the price to the bids received. 

Averett made a motion to send 
Out invitations to bid on the total 
construction project, excluding 
carth moving, which will be done 
by the county's engineering depart- 
ment, and the motion passed unani- 
mously. 

A difference of opinion concern- 
ing the actual motion surfaced later 
in the meeting when Dubose stated 
any future construction plans in the 
county should be delayed until a fi- 
nal decision is made on the building 
of the health department. 

Averett told Dubose the issue 
had been settled by a unanimous 
vote of the commission; however, 
Dubose declared the commission 
could reject any and all bids and felt 
the county's maintenance engincer 
should work up a cost estimate. 

All commissioners agreed they 
could reject any bids and the deci- 
sion apparently satisfied both Du- 
bose and Averett. 

Mr. Tony Alcuri addressed the 
commission and presented a peti- 
tion from residents of the Rocton 
Community requesting that the 
county install water lines in the 

oa. 

The commission referred Alcuri 
to a representative of the Southeast 
Alabama Regional Planning and 
Development Commission, who 
was present at the meeting to con- 
duct a public meeting concerning 


the county's application for a grant 
to secure funds for the installation 
of rural water systems. 

The representative explained the 
county's efforts to get funding for 
rural water and Alcuri left saying he 
would tcll the residents that the 
commission was trying to help 
them. 

Comm. Stephens told the com- 
mission that it needed to go ahead 
and complete the purchase of land 
adjacent to the county jail in Elba. 

Stephens stated that the land- 
owners had agreed to let the com- 
mission condemn the small strip of 
property to assure the county would 
get a clear deed to the land, then pay 
the appraised value of the land, 
which is $2,200. 

The commission has earmarked a 
small portion of the sales tax to be 
held in a special fund for the jail 
and the money to buy the land 
would come from the fund. 

The commission agreed to begin 
condemnation proceedings, but told 
Stephens to sce what the landown- 
ers would want for a small piece of 
land near the property to be pur- 
chased. 

While on the subject of the jail, 
Comm. Eagerton reported he had 
met with state corrections officials 
and the officials had given their ap- 
proval to a plan to build a dormito- 
ry-style facility adjacent to the ex- 
isting jail in Elba. 

Eagerton stated the facility was 
the type being constructed by the 
state and that a building to house 
60-75 prisoners would cost approxi- 
mately $60,000. 

The lack of space at the area was 
a concern of the commission; how- 
ever, the plan drew no opposition. 


In other action at Monday's 
meeting, the commission: 

***anproved the minutes of the 
previous mecting, with a slight cor- 
rection; 

***accepted low bids from Heath 
Oil (diesel fuel - .595 per gallon), 
All American Concrete (concrete - 
$47.25 per cubic yard) and Alabama 
Steel Supply (steel - $9.80 per 
foot); 

***was presented a painting pur- 
chased at the Piney Woods Arts 
Festival through private donations 
from the commissioners and Pro- 
bate Judge Marion Brunson; 

***heard of plans for a statewide 
survey of sewage systems; 

***approved the commission 
chairman as the contact person for 
SCS projects; 

***rocognized John Caylor as 
the "Employce of the Month" in 
the county highway department; 

***was told that a problem had 
been corrected at Cowpen Creek 
Road; 

***was told that work had been 
completed on three rural bridges; 

***was told that work would be- 
gin soon on replacing two bridges 
on Herman Driggers Drive; 

***reccived the monthly fuel re- 
port; 

***agreed to send out invitations 
to bid on latex rubber; 

***was informed of a signing 
ceremony for the Whitewater Creck 
Watershed Project on Ma, 13; 

***and, authorized the county 
enginecr to attend a solid waste 
management mecting on May 3, 
sponsored by Troy State. 

The next regularly scheduled 
mecting of the commission will be 
on Monday, May 8, in Enterprise.
